tomes whereby it begins to ihow it felf ; then I've given 
you a brief Account of Specficks in General, and of the 
Power and Efficacy of my own Specifick for the Secret 
Vifeafe in particular* but the Method of Cure being 
more proper to be incerted, in the book of private Di- 
rections, feal'd up with my Specifick Medicines (Sold at 
Mr. Lovells a Toy Shop over-againft Great-Suffolk-Street- 
End near the Hay-Market, Pali-Mall ; and at Mr. Jere- 
miah Pains Toy-Shop at the Bunch of Grapes in Popes-

CHAP. t. 

Of the Nature and Caufe of the Secret Difeafe. 

I Shall not try my Readers Patience, with a long and 
Tedious Repetition, of the many and various Opi- 
nions, Numerous Appellations, original Climes, eH.-that 
the Ancients, as well as Moderns,' by their Indefatigable" 
Study and Learned Lucubrations, have made onthefirft 
Rife, Nature and caufe of this D'feafe; which when 
known, would be or no Ufe or Advantage, nor make 
the Patient cither wifer or better in his Cure. I ihall 
therefore, with all the brevity and perfpicuity Imagina- 
ble, Lay before the Reader what lhall be moil necelftiy 
for the perfe£tly underftanding his own Cafe, and the 
more Effe&ually and Expeditioufly Curing himfelf ; and 
therefore I conceive, it will be fufficient, to take no- 
tice of the common Means, Concomitants, Accidents, 
and various Circumftances, wherewith this Dijeafe is 
generally attended. 

The Names by which it is commonly known are, Lues 
Venerea,the Venereal or Secret Difeafe; which is Occasion- 
ed (tho" not always) by a promifcuous Mixture of Dif- 
ferent Company, and contrary Species of Seeds in One, 
and the fame Woman, through the A&ivity of Spirits 
and the Volatile Salts with\vhich the different Seeds 
abound ; does fo rarifie and ferment in the Womb, as 
to produce a change of Figure, Texture and Cohaefion of 
the Parts ; from whence it becomes a Corrupt Body and 
Acid. Corruption according to the common acceptation 
is derived from the Latin Word Corrutupo, quafi^ a Con 
\ & RwupOy is nothing elfe but a breaking of the Shape, 
Figure, Texture and Cohxfion of the Parts, which are 
Globular, Smooth, and Flat, in all found Bodies ; but 
by change, they become Rugged, Sharp Pointed, Ragged 
and Shattered. Fermentation is a rare Facdion excited and 
A£led by the Heat and Air, penetrating into the Pore? 
of the Texture, figure and Cohaelion of broken Mixed 
corrupt Bodies, Rarifying the Volatile Salts therein, 
it fets the Sulphur'iom and Oily particles into Motion, and

fo occalions a Fermentation, and then a ftinking Putrif acti- 
on, and as all Bodies are more or lefs fuch, as their Corrup- 
tion is from more or lefs perfect, things, it's no Wonder 
then that (from the Corruption of a Matter fo refined 
and pure as humane Seed is) the very worft of allDiftein- 
yersihou'd proceed. 

There are feveral other ways (which many from Woful 
Experience can atteft) by which the Malign penetra- 
tive particles of this Infection, may be transmitted from 
any part of an injected Perfon, into the Cuticular Pores 
of any part of a found Body; for no (boner 'tis through 
thefe Pores, than it meets with fome cf the Fluids of 
the Body, which Viciates, and by farther fermentation,. 
Converts into a Virus of its own Nature. 

But that every Perfon, may be fully Satisfied here- 
in, how and by what means Perlbns do fo often be- 
come Infected with this Difeafe I fhall hereto Subjoyne 
a particular Account of fome other Occalions ot this 
Infection. 

Altho' more Perfons do receive this Infection by the 
Venereal Injoyment of an infected Companion, than 
by all other ways whatfoever ; yet dear bought Experi- 
ence to many, tells us that its often got by a luftful Dal- 
liance with the Obfcene Parts of an infected Woman x 
and a Man may give it to a found Woman (if he has 
a Violent Gonorrhea, Shankers, &c. although he has 
not enter d her Body. 

This may alfo be receiv d by Lafcivioufly Killing any 
one, who has Venereal Ulcers or Sores in his or her Mouth 
or Throat as alfo by lying in the fame Bed for any Con- 
fiderahle time with any Perfon (tho' of the fame Sex) 
that has the Venereal Difeafe in a high degree; will com- 
municate the Infection to a found Perfon, fo like wife 
will any Garment worn by a Perfon feverely Voxt^ give 
it to a found Perfon, which by its infectious Effluvia's 
enters moft parts of the Body, and fixes in the Miliary 
glands ; and occalions unufual Itchings, Tinglings, and 
little breakings out in the Skin, not foon to be Cured. 

A great many Infants bring this Difeafe with them 
into the World ; their Parents being Poxt, and although 
at their Birth they may befeemingly Clean and Sou n ' 
YQt they will foon difcover their Difeafe by unufual 

breaking 
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breakings out, &>c.^ an J thofe Infants thus Infected, o.- 
tentimes gives this Difeafe to their Nurfes, botli by be- 
ing Suckled, Kifsd and Fondled by them; Nurfes thus 
Infe&cd, has likewife given it to found Children (and 
tho 1 without their knowledge) they have Iikewife In- 
fe&ed their Husbands from all which it appears what 
Caution Parents of found Children ought to take in 
giving their Children to be Suckled by found Nurfes, 
or fondled by found Nurfery Maids, alfo Nurfes ought 
to take Care what Infants they take to Nurfe. 

There are diverfe other Brutiih ways, by which this 
Difeafe may be Propagated ; but I mall neither here de- 
file my Readers Ears nor try his Patience with reciting 
them, but ihaJl refer them to confider under whit Degree 
their Infc£lion is Comprehended and accordingly thcir 
Cure. 



CHAP, a 

Of the Third different Gradations of the Secret Difeafe. 

Grad.ifi. Hp HE Conjunction of the two contrary 
i. Species, Man and Woman, whofe Coi- 
tion is not improperly faid to be Vicious and Impure 
when either of them firft Infe&ed, communicates to the 
other, the Malignity of the Diftemper, by the very 
A&ion ; the Parts at that time being turgid, dilated, 
and diftended, with vigorous Blood and Animal Spirits, 
by which their Pores are more than ufualiy open'd ; and 
the Air within the Tube or Urinary Pafiage is fo rarifyed, 
that no fooner the Seel is Eje&cd, and the Air that re- 
mained in the Urethra, thrown out, but Immediately 
through the weighr and Elafticity of the External Air 
k rulhes in again, Loaded with Venereal Steams^ and, 
Enters into all the Cavity's of the Parts of both. The 
Corrupted Matter being thus inwardly received, in a 
Ihort time (like all other Corrofives whofe Particles are 
Sharp, pointed and Ragged) it fo frets, corrodes, cor- 
rupts, exulcerates and excoriates whatever Parts or Pores 
it has Entered or touch'd ; fo as to caufe a tender.nefs, 
A 4 hear. 
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heat, rednefs, Itching, Inflamation, with Superficial lit- 
tle Puftules, Weals, Blifters, and fmall Ulcers ■ which 
Occalions that infupportable Pain commonly (tho' moll 
Improperly ) called heat of Urine ; The Urine being 
no hottor then, than at other times, but the Paffage 
teing full of thofe little Blifters and Ulcers, becomes 
Raw and Sore, and of confequence is fretted by the Acid, 
and Saline Nature of the Urine, which Smarts and feems 
to Burn and Scald, as it goes thro'; Juft lo will any 
Sore or Raw Place Smart if you put Urine upon it : It 
is likewise Attended with a gentle Running of Putrid 
Matter, that Drips and Owze away and appears like 
clammy Drops, upon Squeefing the Parts ; any Infe&ion 
of this kind, may properly enough be called a hwimary 
Clap; it being no other than a Superficial Ulcer or a 
local Injury, adhering only to the Parts firft Infe&ed, 
and, may therefore be cured moftly by External Ap- 
plications, and good Advice. 

Grad. 2* The aforefaid 'venomous corrupted Matter, 
{till increaling, and creeping more and more down the 
-Paflage, it Eats in and thro the capillary ends of the 
Latleal Veins, and Lywphatick Veffels , Inlinuating its 
felf amonft the Salabrtous Juices , and throwing it felf 
into the Blood, corrupts the whole Mafs, upon which, 
the Body breaks out into Blotches,, Boils, and Ulcers ; 
by reafon the parts having loft their retentive faculty, 
it is therefore attended with a virulent Running, and 
frequently with Swellings in the Groins, and Telticles, 
as alfo Contraction, of the Fr&num or Bridle in Men, 
caulmg great pain, Efpecially when hot in Bed. Thus 
much for the Second Gradation or Degree. 

Grad. 3. When the aforementioned Symptoms are nofc 
remedied, by a timely Application, for an effectual Cure ; 
then the Malignity of the Diftemper, by a longer Conti- 
nuation, ftill Increafes ; and the acid Humour being more 
fubtle and penetrating, infmuates and fettles it felf into 
every Part of the Body, and by its moft violent Acidity, 
it gnaws and eats thro' the Tendons, Nerves, Griftles, 
and Bones,caufIng them to Purrify and Rot ; And of Con- 
fequence feparate from the good Part, and comes away. 
This Degree is generally attended with thefe difmaiCon- 
fequences 3 viz. A fhortnefs and flinking of Breath, hot 
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and fore Eyes, gnawing Pains, confumptive Coughs, 
Phthifick, Hoarfenefs, Vertigo, Qfc. and then theDifeafe 
loofes it former Name of a Clap, and commences that 
of a Pox- which is the Third Degree of this Difeafe. 



C H A P. III. 

Of the fever al Symptoms whereby this Difeafe doss nfually 
dij cover it felf. 

AS there is a real DiftinSion, ( obvious even to the 
mcaneft Capacity's ) in the Lineaments, Features, 
and compofurc of every Face whereby they may be di- 
flinguifhed one from another. So the Humours and 
Conftitutions of their Boiies^are as Various, and its 
Symptoms as Multifarious • it would prove an endlefs 
Task, to give a particular Enumeration, of the different 
and innumerable Symptoms, by which, this Difeafe firft 
difcovers it felf, upon the Bodies of Men, and Women : 
I mail only at pre r ent, take Notice of thefe more obvious 
and common Symptoms ; from whence, I am fatisfietfany 
Perfon may difcern whether they are Infected or not, 

\i the Perfon injured, has got it by Coition, then it 
•ufually difcovers it felf, in a few Days, at molt in a Weeks 
time, by an unufual, tho' flight Pain, and 'rouling of the 
Tefticles, an Heat, and pricking Pain in the Urinary Paf- 
fage, efpecialiy towards the Prepuce or End, attended 
with aTendemefs in the fore Skin, tho' not difcernable, 
unlefs you Tqucefe the Yard; it is alfo attended with an 
Inclination, often to make Water, which is followed by a 
furrowing up of the Urinary Parage, and then a fmall 
Gleet or Owzing, which at firft appears like the white of 
a raw Egg, but fhortly after changes into a Greenifh or 
Yellowiih Colour. 

In others, when the Infection has been more feverc, it 
appears by an extream Heat of Urine, painful Erections, 
whereby the Nut of the Yard becomes fore, by reafon of 
the contraction of the Fraenum or Bridle, and is a 
Cordee. 

In fome, it commences with a vehement, and infup- 
portable Pain of the Head 3 as alfo extream Pains in the 

Arms 
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Arms, Shin-bones, and Shoulders, &c. and that for a 
conliderable Time before it difplays it feJf any other way. 

In fome Perfons, Avhere the Infection has been more 
malignant, it comes with a virulent Running of the 
Reins, or in the Secret Parts, with an extream Heat, and 
fcalding of Urine, 

In others, it begins with a Stiffhefs and Pains in the 
Joynts, and Limbs, attended with a Soienels in the Eyes, 
and a great Wcaknefs. 

In many Perfons, after a fliort time Running, one or 
both the Tefticles are dwelled and Painful, and then the 
Running commonly ceafes, by reafon the corrupt Matter 
that Ihould flow away, precipitates thither, occafions cold 
Shivering, Faintnefs, and Tick Qualmes, gefc. but as thefe 
Fits abate, commonly the Running return again. 

In fome it appears with an involuntary flowing out 
of Corrupted Matter, without any pain or Uneafinefs 
at all. 

Some Perfons take it with a Debility in the Joints and 
Limbs, a dulnefs of the Spirits, Heavinefs, Melancholly, 
forenefs in the Throat, and a great heat in the Palms of 
the Hands, (Sc. 

In Women it is ufually attended , with a Running, 
which they generally overlook, by taking it for the 
Whites, till ('"and that fometimes too late) they are un- 
deceived, by it Super-abundance and Increafe in quantity, 
change of Colour, attended with fmarting and pricking 
Pains in making Water ; and fometimes an Infhmation 
and Sorenefs, &c. in and about the Privity s with which 
Symptoms, they are not fo foon affii&ed as Men, nor 
ufually with fo great Severity ; yet are more difficult than 
Men to be Cured. And in fome Men, as well as Wo- 
men ; where their Conftitutions are very Strong and 
Healthy, and the Infe&ions flight ; the Symptoms are fo 
very Mild, as not to be taken notice of. 

Thefe are fome of the . more ufualy Symptoms, by 
which this Difeafe commonly difplays it felf in the be- 
ginning of the Infection; both in Men and Women, 
but does commonly Vary, according to the difference in 
the Temperaments and Conftitutions of each Body ; or 
as the Degree of Infection, has been more or lefs Severe ; 
and Malignant ill the Party InfecHng j aid therefore it 

will 
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ivill mow it felf in fome Men in Three or Four Days, 
which in Others will not appear in almoft as many Weeks 
or Months, but it would be a difficult Task to Ac 
count for all the Variety of Symptoms, that Venereal 
Patients, according to their Age, Sex, different Habits 
of Body, Malignity of the Infection, Way of Receiving, 
$-<j-. are afflicted with,* let thefe already recited ; fur- 
fice. 



CHAP. IV. 

Of Specificks in general, and the Authors in particular. 

IT's acknowledg'd by all Searchers in the Myfteries of 
Nature, That all things in this World (one excepted) 
are fpecified, every Individual (at the Command of the 
Eternal Fiat) affuming its particular Form, and an ling 
out of that Chaos, or univerfal Matter, which contain'd 
all Things in Votentia, before they were brought into 
A£t : All Beings were, no doubt, (by the Eternal Pur- 
pofe of God) determined to the particular Ufes and 
Ends for which they were created • of which, Adam, 
whilft in a State of Innocence, had a clear and intuitive 
Knowledge ; but, by forfeiting his Integrity, Sin was in- 
troduced into the World, and as a Confequence thereto, 
thole innumerable Miferies, and complicated Difeafes, 
(we Daily undergo) were entail'd by him upon all his 
Poftenty : And the remedying of which, the Miff of 
Sin being before Men's Eyes, they have ever fince grop'd 
ana ftumbled in the Dark, being denuded and deprived 
of that Knowledge, by which they might difcover the 
Ufe and End for which every thing was intended. 

And altho' Solomon (by a mpernatural and divine In- 
fpiration) knew the Ufe and Virtue of every Plant, from 
the Cedar in Lebanon, to the Hyffop on the Wall, and 
conlequently the feveral Difeafes for which they were 
fpecified anl adapted ; yet are we at an unfpeakableLofs 
lince thefe his Writings are not to be found. It is ne- 
verthelefs not to be Denied/but that a great many Learned 
Men, Ancients as well as Moderns, by their ftria En- 
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quiry into the Secrets of Nature, have found out, and been 
Matters of many Specifick Medicines, (witneCs Paracelfus, 
Helmoni, Rzverius, Sydenham, Boyle, and many others)

■time v/ilFd that fome able and elaborate Pen would curb 
the Infolence of that bold daring Prieft Tanner^ for de- 
filing his Sacred Charafler, and Vows of Abftinencc, by 
raking in the Phyficians and Surgeons Houfe of Office : 
Yet, I verily believe, that Learned Priefi could never have 
writ fo Pointedly on that Diftemper, which is the bane of 
all Mankind, had not he been taught it from woful Ex- 
perience : But, I'll leave the degraded Priefi for a time, and 
return to our Author of the Animadverfions. After I 
had thrown away a fmall Time in running over the Book, 
I found my felf fo far difappointed in my Expectations, by 
reafbn he had not taken Notice of any Thing that was 
Material thro 5 the Whole, the Major-part of it being 
fluffed with vain Repetitions, Tautologies, and Quota- 
tions from the Author of the PraBical Scheme : There- 
fore, I defign'd to turn the Tide of my Pen from Profe- 
cuting the Animadverfions; upon the Authors own

And lince he has furniihed mcwith Materials for draw- 
izig his own Protrai&ure to the Life from his own 
Writings, I lhall fet every Thing in a 'true Light, byfirft 
giving you an Accouut of the Birth, Education, and fe- 
verai Advances in Learning this Author has made ; 
and thence infer what extraordinary Cures are to be ex- 
pected from the Prefcriptions of this our great zALJ'culapi • 
us; and lhall next make a few Reflexions on the Author s 
S.beme> and thence conclude. 

But here I muft beg my Readers Pardon, if I can't gra- 
tkfie him with fuch a clear and fatisfactory Account of our 
Doctor s Extract or Birth, as perhaps they may expect : Yet, 
as I am credibly informed from feveral of his own Coun- 
trymen, (he being a German) that he's defcended of fuch 
obfcure Parents, that his Family is not to be diftinguiihed 
from the Vlebean Herd.

When he was come to Holland, ano- 
ther infupportable Difficulty, more formidable then all 
the reft arifes, there being a great Gulph fixed betwixt 
Our DoBor and the promifed Land, (by fome termed 
a Herring Pond) and how to get over it, he cannot tell ; 
Upon which he lets his pragmatical Head at work, to find 
out a way, how he may be wafted over ; he thinks, and 
thinks again all to no purpofe, till he had almoft made 
a diflocation in the Via Mater of his Brains ; and there- 
by run the Hazard of lofing the little Senfes left him ;

This is the Man that muft raife the fallen Tabernacle 
of Learning, he that will repair the Breaches, andBuild 
the wafte Places of true Philofophy j almoft buried in 
its own Rubbifh : Which how difficult, Yea how Im- 
poffible the Atcheivement may feem to he 3 yet the Super 
Omnipotency of this learned Compoler, will upon the 
Head of his Ignorant and abfolutely Illiterate fuppofed 
Author, make the Crown to flourifti,

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The truth is, there is Wind and Vapour enough in this 
Scheme, to fill all the Sails of the Doctor s Ambition, 
and vain glorious Mind ; Yea over and above to bring 
the Mifery upon him Defcribcd in this Monofti- 
chon.

But Methinks the Doctor might have forefeen, that 
the Catalougue of Diftempers he Enumerates in the Title 
Page, are, or leaft many of them , of a quite different 
Nature to the Secret Difeafe ; and can never be Occaiion'd 
by former ill Cures as he alledges : I allow they may be 
pofterior, but never confequential to that Diftemper ;

But your Specifick is 
to cure the Drcpfy, Gout, Rbeumatifm, &c. and if this 
be not a contradi&ion in Terminis ; I never heard one 
in my Life. Befides Sir, not to make a Pia&ice of it, 

I'll 
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I'll make bold to tell you roundly in your Ear, if you 
had a Specific^ that could , Cure really and effectually, 
the above mentioned Diftempers, viz. Gout^ and Rhew- 
matifm\ finftead of thus making your ielf a ridiculous 
Laughing-ftock to the World, by felling your Tail-Timbet 
Animadverlionsj on Tanners Book at 3 d. a piece, to 
defray the exhorbitant Demands of your Scrivener.^) 
You might keep your Coach and Six, but as you can- 
not doe the one, we may very reafonably conclude you 
know nothing of the Other- 

In the 4th Vage, our BoBor fays ; Tis likewife true 
that this Diftemper may be propagated by, Lying, Drink- 
ing, and Speaking, only c with one that is Corruptei 
c with it ; or wearing the fame CI oaths, lying in the 
c fame Sheets, or fitting on the fame Saddle or Clofe-ftoolj 
c after any Infected Perfon,' I lhall very readily grant 
that this Difeafe may be got by lying in the fame Bed 
for any confiderable time, with a Perfon, ftho' °^ tne 
fame Sex ) that has the Venereal Difeafe in a high De- 
gree : So likewife will any Garment worn by a Perfon 
feverely Poxt, give it to a found Perfon ; becaufe in both 
thefe Cafes, the Infectious Effluvia's enter moft parts o£ 
the Body, and fixin in the Miliary Glands^ Occafions: 
unufual tickings, Tinglmgs, and little breakings out 
in the SHtz, &c. But that it ihoukl be propagated by 
Drinking, or Sitting on the fame Saddle or Clofc-ftol after 
any Infected Perfon, is both contradi&ory to reafon and 
daily Experience ; for were it fo Infectious as the DoBcr 
alledges, then we ftiould be in as bad, if not a worfe 
Condition than our Fore-Fathers, when the Plague was: 
in London, of which fo many Thoufands Died. For it 
muft be allowed, that in a great many Taverns and 
Coffee-Houfes, in and about London, that are much 
frequented by Men of Trade and Bulinefs ; amongft all 
thefe we may very reafonably believe there is one or 
more' Infected Perfon ; that Perfon going to the Neceffa- 
ry-Houfe or Clofeftool, and after him its ten to one 
but feveral* clean Perfons goes to the fame Place ; then 
according to his Hypothecs, they muft be all Infe&ed, 
they being in the fame cafe, muft of neceflity commu- 
nicate it to othersj and fo ad Infinitum*

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Our Doctor has taken up nioft part of his 5th "Page 
in lathing the degraded Prieft Tanner, and perhaps not> 
uniuftJy, for abfurdly afferting that a vaft number or" 
poyfonous Minute Animalcufoe, by the help of a Mi- 
crofcope, are to be difcovered in Aqua Fortis ; which 
is no lefs contradictory to Natrue, than it is alfo ridi- 
culous and abfur'd : But as I do not vindicate the Prieft. 
So I would alfo recommend our Dctlor to a Text drawn 
from the Sacred Oracles, ( to which I am afraid he is as 
great a Stranger as to Chymiflry and Philofophy) and 
pronounced by one who never knew Sin, viz.

4 of the Principle (and hitherto Secret ; Caufe. of this 
' Difeafe, and trace it from the beginning to the end, 
c raufl be by quite different Experiments, tnjj fuch as 
* Gentlemen never yet heard of. 

O ! Glorious Nation, hut much morehap-py People, to 
whom Indulgent Heaven, has been fo propitious as in

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our Days to raife up a fecond Solomon^ nay a greater 
than Solomon is here ; for to him is committed the Key 
to unlock all the Arcana's, and Occult being in Nature, 
and to ( make Ph momenas appear. But now let's fee how 
far our Spermologuft has unriddled this great Miilery, 
of the hitherto Secret Caufe of this Dijeafe ; and upon 
further Inquiry we mill find him, tiring his Rea iers 
Patience with tedious Galimaufries, and Rapfodies, of 
ill digefted and incoherent Suppofitions, of meer Impro- 
babilities, nay plain Impoffibilitics ; Which after peru- 
fal, the Reader will ofneceffitybe obliged to conclude ou.i 
Doffor % to fall under Cenfor of the Poet in this 
yerfe.

* this very Difeafe from my Predeceffours, and other 

* Communications, with old and choice Manufcripts, Sec. 

And what of all this Sir, if you have the Works of 
Sir Kenelm D'gby, Sir Robert Talbot, Do£tor Boyle, 
Pontefque and others who were all your Predeceflbrs, 
you might have faid, you was PofTeiTbr of ICO Specificks ; 
without Edipfms; the Works of thefe Celebrated Au- 
thors, C whole Memory will be Savory to after Ages J by 
Bringing in Competition with them your oldMufty'and rot- 
ten Manufcripts: But alio w,you are PoiTeffor of the Works 
of thefc Learned Men, that does not fay that you can 
ever perform any Radical Cure, only Afting by rote,

Origine and Duration from one Universal Salt , 
or Hrft matter ( to the knowledge of which it feems 
lie is an abfolute Stranger J then his Hypothelis had 
teen conform to the Opinion of both Ancient and Mo- 
dern Philofophers : But to lay that all beings in Nature, 
draw their Deftu&ion from Salts, is a Polition not only 
contrary to the Univerfa! Laws of Nature, but alfo Con- 
tradictory to common Experience and Obfervation. There 
is no true Vhyfick but what is in Salt, for Salt was never 
known to Putrifie, nay it hinders PutrifacHon and Cor- 
ruption, in all Things, and what hinders Corruption, 
prefervcs alfo from Deitruclion. Now its evident to all 
the World, that Salts hinders Corruption and a Solution 
of the Parts, and this not only in living Things, but 
even in dead Bodies; for if they are feafoned with Salt, 
then are they preferred From Corruption, and confe- 
quently from Deitru trio n. But to treat of Salts in this 
place; would be quite Extraneous from my prefent Sub- 
ject : Therefore I fliall Advife the Doctor to beftow a lit- 
tle more time and Application in Studying the Nature 
of Salts, fo (hall he have lefs reafonto repent of the time 
and Money fpent thefe many Years paft f if his own bare 
Affertion is to be believed,) and not thus, Handover- 
Head to vent fuch incongruities as have (I'm afraid ) al- 
ready made him a Laughing Stock to the whole Common- 
Vv\aJth of Learning. 
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I'm come to make a few Obfervation, on the DoBor s 
Sealed up Directions for the ufe of his Specifick ; in 
Profecution of which I ihall pull off the Vizard from 
the Face of this Empty Pretender, to fhilofophy, Chy- 
wifiry, and Anatomy, by middling the Myftery wrapt 
up in this his wonderful Grain; In the next Place, III 
give you an exact. Tranfcript of his general Rules ; and 
under each rule (if there is any thing material to be ob- 
ferved^) I II fhow you how difingenious our DoBor is 
with his Patient in prefcribing Rules that are diflbnant 
with, nay even Contradictory to Several Portions 
laid down in his PraBical and fhiloj'ophical Scheme, 
&c. and then conclude- In the 18th Vage fays the DoBor, 
c The Dofe of the Specifick, being but of the bignefs of 
6 a large Pins-Head, and a Grain ; working and opera- 
4 ting by all Secretory and Execretory ways. If this now 
c is no Specifick there is no fuch thing as a Specifick in the 
e Univerfe, which only reft in my Breaft, who am the 
* fole Author and Inventer of it ; This is matter of Fact, 
,* ( the moll cenvincing Argument that can be, ) &c. 

Fie upon the DoBor to commit fo many Fallacies in 
fo few Lines; could he think of nothing elfe than a 
Grain of Salt of "Tarter, Vitriolated, which every Petty 
Apothecary knows as well as himfelf. Methinks he 
might have taken a fmall quantity of Brickdufi, pounded 
into an Impalpable Powder, or fome fuch thing, which 
had been much more pulling to the learned than vitric- 
lated Tarter Thought at every Chymifi for 3 d. an 
Ounce ) to which he has attributed fo many excellent 
Qualities, as working by all Secretory and Excretory 
Ways. Here I muft be bold to tell the DoBor that this is 
a Manifeft Untruth, fori or any Man elfe may take 20 
or 30 Grains of this Salt, fit being like a Chip in Pot- 
tage ) without making any vilible Operation in the Body, 
Secretory or Excretory ; unlefs by Making ufe of his 
adiuna of Salt of Vipers, which by his favour I muft 
tell him 10 or 12 Grains is fufficient of it felf to Sweat 
any Man that is not of a more than Ordinary fltong 
Conftitution, without his insignificant: Grain of Tarta- 
rian Vttr't; latum ; and yet the DoBor will have this 
to be a Specifick, for the Secret Difeafe, Other wife there 
is no fuch thing as a Specfick'm the Univerfe, which 
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cnly reft in his Breaft, who is the Sole Author and In- 
ventor of it,* whereas it is Omnibus notun/^ that the 
Preparation of this Salt has been known to feveral Ages 
paft, and is made now and Sold by every Chymift, and 
to falve all his Enormities, he even ail'umes the Papal 
Chair (and in Oppofition to Reafon, Sence, and daily 
Experience,) fancying his bare AflTertion to be of more 
Authority, than all the Popes, Fathers, and Councils ; 
he thence Concludes we muft needs believe him, becaufe 
he has told us, that this is matter of Fact, and the moft 
convincing Argument that can be. 

Towards the Foot of the 18th Page, our Doctor to 
Confirm us in the belief of the Power and Efficacy of 
this his Specifick Grain, fays c Likewifeif you throw the 
c aforefaid Salt of the Specifick in any fragrant diftilled 
( Water, it will make the Oyle of the faid Water to 
c Swim at Top, &c. What he means by the Salt of the 
Specifick, I don't underftand, for as I have already made 
appear his Specifick is a Salt it felf, and is endued with 
no fuch Quality ; I do allow there is a certain Salt ; 
that will perform what he proposes ; but what this Salt 
is, I'm afraid he is as great a Stranger to 3 as he is to 
Thilofophy, Chymiftry and Anatomy. 

DIRECTIONS for the ufe of the Spccificks.

* Fruits and Cheefe, &:. here follow Rules, or expeft 
e no Cure, live Regular and efpecially Chaft, for to In- 
6 flame the Blood and ftir up the Humours therein, does 
e but more Subtilify the Venereal Venom, and confequent- 
c Iy take deeper Root in any part of your Blood and 
c Body, and Iucreafes the Malignity which you fee on 
c many that might have been Cured a great while ago ; 
e whereas perhaps their Condition at firft might not be 
e half fo bad as yours ; but we won't mind them do but 
c overcome your felt" a little and be glad to meet with a 

* perfe£l Cure. 

Remark. Methinks the D<.Bor might have left this 
out, for you are not to expect your Cure from his Speci- 
fick, if we are to lay any ftrefs on what he fays in his' par- 
ticular Directions for every Stage, where after having 
ordered you how to ufe his Spec>fick Medicines in the 
3d Stage, he fays, ' if you have any Holes, Ulcers, Rot* 
1 ten-Bones, Cancers, Excrejfency, &c. or if your cafe 
6 is otherwife than what is Mentioned in tlie forego- 
e ing Rules, &c. C mfwnption, heat in your Eyes, 

* or whole Mafs of Blood, Salty-Taft, Vertigo, and 
c Head-acb, &c. write a Letter to the Author, and 
4 hell aflift you with Medicines proper for your Malady. 
Now- has not, our Author in the Title Page of his 
Scheme, and feveral Places elfe told us, that" all there 
Symptoms above recited are Concomitants of and Atten- 
dants to the 3d Stage ; Then our Doctor does as much 
as lay if your Cafe be really the 3d Stage, do not expe£l 
your Cure from my Spedfick ; but write a Letter to the 
Author, &c. Now to any Perfon of the Jeaft Decern- 
ing judgment, can this be any thing elfe but a Decoy, 
by which he defignes to Cajole his Patient, perhaps out 
of another Guinea to as little purpofe as that thrown a 
way upon his Specrfick.

How they are to drink boyled-TurnepsJi can't un- 
derhand, unlefs he means the Syrrup or Juke of Turnips, 
and then he fliould have given them Dire&ions how to 
have made it,otherwife the Patient is at a lofs ; and I think 
he is much more out of the way, to prefcribe Milk in 
the Venereal Difeafe, for altho' it be of an Alcalizate 
Nature, yet it is foon Corrupted and Putrified, by a 
Vitiated Ferment into an Acid, the Coagulum of whicl? 
muft of Confequence be of a hard Digeftion, he con- 
cludes this Rule ; if no Occalion don't be Blooded, 
here I think the DoBor mould have given his Patient 
a perticular Charge by all Means to be aware of Bleed- 
ing ; but the poor Patient is left to ftand upon his own 
Legs, and depend upon his own Judgment, the Doctor 
being fenfible of his own infufficiency, for as it can 
eality be made appear Blooding is very prejudicial in 
moft Diftempers, efpecially in this - If it be a Liminary 
or outfide Infection; by Blooding [which the.

You may buy a Penny- 
c worth at the Apothecaries^ but if a Buboc arifes ro a 
c great height, and is very corrupted, you have beft let it, 
c break ; and after it is broke put a Tent with Balilicon

Remarks. Here he is very Solicitous to his Patient 
for his Management of a Bubo, if it arifes to to a great 
Heigrh; which lhows that he's now become diffident of 
the Power and Efficacy of his Specifick, as being unable 
to Encounter fuch a "Powerful Iinemy ; for had it been 
Endued with fuch Extraordinary Quality's he has attribut- 
ed to it in the 7th Chapter of his Scheme-^ [the Contrary 
of which I have already made appear,] then every body 
wou'd much more reafonably conclude, he might have 
prefcribed a Dofe or two of his Specificity which wou'd 
have carried off the Morbifick Matter ; iboner then Tents- 
Plaifters, &c which are the common Butchery's us'd by 
every Surgeon to Cruciate there Patients, thereby to 
Extort another Fee from them ; whereas 'tis a known 
Maxim in Phyftick, if the caufe is Remov'd, the Effects 
will ccafe, but as I have hinted before ; he knew very 
well his Specifick would not do it,thereforehe advifes to a 
Method much more tedious and Cruciating.

In this Rule he preterites fevcral Vo- 
mits wherein he difcovers [in this as in all his other 
Prefcriptionsj a great deal of Weaknefs, it being ob- 
vious to the meanell Capacity that the Violence of a 
Vomit exhales the Venemous. Effluvia's of the Bifeafs 
up into the Head, which when fettled there does often 
prove of dangerous Confequence ; and therefore it's the 
Univerlal Opinion of all judicious and expert Phylitians, 
that Vomiting in any degree of this Difeafe is to be 
avoided, it being much more lafe to carry it off by Sudori- 
■ticks, D'ureticks, and Catbarticks, than any other way.

ted Dotlcr with his Gallons of Diet-Drinks and Ever- 
lafting Slops, &c. fmeaning Tanner) here' he brands the 
Prefcription of Diet Drinks, with the Infamous Cha- 
racter of Deftru&ive and confuming qualities • and yet 
the poor Man, being a little come tojhimfclf again, is 
forced, in conlickration of the iufufficiency of his own 
Specifick to prefcribe his Patient a Diet Drink 5 which 
to ufe his own Expreffions can be no lefs Tedious, than 
they are Naufious and Noxious ; befides the Doblor 
has forgot, how in his Title Page, and feveral other 
places of his Book, that he lays any illiterate Perfon, 
tho 5 in the Remoter!: Parts of the World may turn their 
own Phyfitians, as well as if they had many Pby fit tans 
pre'ent. Now by your leave Mr. Doblor, how rauft a 
Man come at all thefe Ingredients in your Diet-Drink, 
fcefidc-s an Infinite number more Scattered in your other 
Dire&ions, wken he is either in the Eaft oxMeft-lndies, 
&c. in the ufe of which (if they will cure at all) de- 
pends the Ma'or part of your Cure, and therefore with- 
out thefe, which are not to be come at in a great many 
Parts of the World, the poor Man, (althohemay have 
yours or Tanners Specifiers and make ufe of never fo
